In addressing the Annual General Meeting of the Bank of 
Montreal, Mr, Arnold Hart, Chairman and Chief Executive 
Officer chose to speak on Inflation, ‘‘In so doing,’’ he 
said, “‘I recognize other matters of wide public concern, 
such as the energy situation with all its ramifications, | 
still consider inflation to be one of the most serious, 
and certainly one of the most difficult, of the underlying 
problems we have to solve,’’ Mr, Hart felt that nothing 
would be accomplished by placing the blame on any parti- 
cular group, and said we are all at fault as a result of 
society as awhole trying to wring more out of the economy 
that it is capable of producing, Referrfng to the recently 
published Review by The Economic Council of Canada, he

said that “in essence the Council is saying that, unless 
there is a sharp cutback on social programs at all levels 
of government, even though for desireable purposes, the 
continued growth of transfer payments will necessitate 
a very substantial increase in taxes, ‘‘This in turn will 
cause further distortions in the economy and stimulate 
inflation, ’’ 


In the circumstances, said Mr, Hart, government has 
the primary responsibility not only for ensuring that total 
demands on the economy do not become excessive but also 
for making the electorate aware that there is no complet- 
ely painless way of achieving income transfers or other 
socially oriented policies, Until government -- and by 
government I do not mean simply the government of the 
day but rather the whole governmental apparatus, includ- 
ing both the opposition parties in the House and the 
members of provincial legislatures -- accepts this dual 
responsibility and discharges it properly we will not be 
able to find a cure for the inflationary disease that afflicts 
us, There really are some basic choices to be made, Is 
it not time for these issues to be debated fully by our 
elected representatives ?, he concluded,

Tourism fastest growin 
of world’s industries 


International tourism has 
become the world’s fastest- 
growing industry over the 
past 20 years, according to 
the current Commercial 
Letter of Canadian Imperial 
Bank of Commerce, 

During that period, annual 
international tourist arrive 
als from all countries have 
grown from 25 million to 
almost 200 million (about 
10 per cent a year average 
growth) and foreign ex- 
change earnings from tour- 
ism rose from $2,1 billion 
to some $24 billion (about 
11 per cent a year average 
increase), 

The main reasons: Rising 


. disposable incomes and wid- 


er income distribution; in- 
creasing leisure time; high- 
er educational levels in tour- 
ist generating countries; the 
advent of jet liners; ‘‘nack- 
age’’ tours and declining cost

Many developing countries 
have encouraged tourism 
strongly because it is a labk 
oursintensive industry and 
expenditure by tourists flows 
quickly through the country, 
generating further expendi- 
ture and creating investment 
and employment opportune 
ities where none might have 
existed before, 

The importance of tour- 
ism in many national econo- 
mies is now recognized by 
active participation in tour- 
ist development by govern- 
ments, 

Canada is both one of the 
world’s leading travel dese 
tinations and tourist genera- 
ting countries, In 1972, re- 
ceipts from internationa’ 
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Presentation was made at the Board meeting December 19th, 


travel amounted to $1,226 
million or almost 28 per cent 
of total service receipts in 
the balance of payments, 
However, Canadian pay- 
ments on the travel accoun! 
amounted to $1,456 million 
in 1972, resulting in a de~ 
ficit of $230 million, The 
estimated 9,8 million Cana- 
dian tourists who visited the 
United States accounted for 
almost 70 per cent of U.S, 
foreign visitors and added

the total and a further 14 
per cent came from Gere

Brucellosis situation in Alberta 


Ke-issued from 
Wally Klatt’s office 

Federal am provincial 
agricultura) officials are 
keeping a sharp eye on the 
current brucellosis situation 
in Alberta, 

Dr. H, N, Vance, director 
of the provincial Veterinary 
Services Division, reports 
that there are 16 cattle herds 
under quarantine for bruce- 
llosis in Alberta at the pre- 
sent time, and that eight of 
these have persistent infec- 
tion, He says that nine abor- 
ted fetuses examined at the 
veterinary laboratory last 
spring were found to contain 
brucellosis organisms, 
These nine fetuses came 
from eight herds, During the 
three years prior to last 
spring, no brucellosis or- 
ganisms were found in any 
of the aborted fetuses sub- 
mitted to the laboratory far 
examination, 

To prevent the spread of 
brucellosis, the federal 
Health of Animals Branch 
staff are attempting to test 
all female cattle sold at 
auction markets, except 


those intended for slaughter 

Dr, Vance advises cattle- 
men to have all additions to 
their herds tested, Meally, 
they should be tested, and 
the results obtained, before 
the cattle are taken on to the 
new premises, In cases 
where this procedure ts not 
Practical, the addition, or 
additions, should be isolated 
from the rest of the herd 
until the test results are 
known, 

While vaccinatioa against 
brucellosis is no longer 
compulsory in Alberta, the 
provincial Department of 
Agriculture recommends 


that cattlemen in those re- 
gions of the province where 
the infection is known to 
exist seriously consider 
vaccinating their herrts, In 
the north of the province 
infected herds have been 
diagnosed in an area exten- 
ding from Chauvin north to 
La Corey and West to Cor- 
onado. In the south it com- 
prises the area south and 
west of Olds, 

Since there are both 
‘“‘pros’’ and ‘‘cons’’ to vac~ 
cinating, Dr, V ance suggests 
that cattlemen in other parts 
of the province discuss these 


with their veterinarian be- 
fore decid!~g upon a vaccin- 
ation program, The brucell- 
oSis vaccine can be obtained 
from any veterinarian and 
is expected to continue to be 
available for the foreseeable 
future,

for $3,00, In these books, 
there is a special section 
for household and personal 
expenses, If you are a none 
farm homemaker, we have 
available at our office a 
‘Household and Personal 
Expenses Record Book” free 
of charge, It includes in- 
Structions for using, and 
space to fill in expenditures 
for each month under the 
appropriate heading - whe- 
ther it be household onera- 
tions, car, furniture, or ed- 
ucation,
